FRIEND BOOTH : We frequently see an in- 


dividual who is really and truly sectional in big 
birth, education, employment, &c.

He lives and dies, circumscribed in his 


influence — is never heard of beyond the locali- 
ty where fate seems to have placed him — in in- 
digenous to the soil where be matures, and if 
transplanted only one hundred miles from his 
native cot, like some exotic taken from a south- 
ern to a northern clime, he withers, droops and 
dies. He vegetates, obeys the inatinet of bis 
being, and then passes away to oblivion. His 
name swells the census; his vote counts on 
election day. His emotional life is all internal ; 
his love, hate, ambitions, alike are exercised on 
himself. 
AVe expect that self will be his rnling 


incentive to action, and are not surprised when 
he forgets that tho race must be regenerated 
by individual sacrifices. His motto is, "Chari- 
ty should btgin at home," and his actions show 
that it always re mains quietly there. 


Another member, perhaps, of the «amo fum- 


ily, rocked in the same cradle, seated at the 
same table, as soon as ho can think and reason, 
will leap over the boundaries set by man for his 
fellows, and, like the raging torrent, will over- 
throw bulwarks get np for it, heedless that its 
courtie has been pre-marked and its limits pre- 
scribed. He. will feel that the whole world is 
his abiding city, and heaven hi« eternal home ; 
that he belongs to no particular locality any 
more than the oomet, which darts athwart onr 
hori/on — now in proximity with the most IB- 
mote planet — anon, almost seeming to cross the 
earth's orbit with its train, threatening to bring 
chaos in it* track. While ho feels that he has 
nn individuality, hit sympathies are for the race, 
bis heart vibrates in its pulsations for all hu- 
manity. Whatever others suffer, he suffers. — 
Wherever he sees oppression in any form, of 
whatever color it may be, the desire instinctive- 
ly arises within his boRom to relieve it, if possi- 
ble. Such a man may be an enthusiast — may 
die before bis golden visions are realized ; yet 
when he lies on hit) death-bed, and knows that 
the Rands of his life are fast ebbing to a close, 
« bright hole surrounds him, and, as the world 
grows dim to his sight, he will be comforted hy 
the thought that he has endeavored to help on 
the race — that, perhaps his earnest, heartfelt 
words may have done uomcthing to unloose the 
fetters from some iron-bound victim — tlmt he 
has tried to assuage some great heartaorrow by 
a gentle word of kindness or doed of love. Na- 
tions mourn his loss ; but they have the sweet 
consolation that " ho will still live," and men 
take counsel together how they can best carrj 
out his holy purposes. 


Sometimes, however, the vital forces of such 


n man stagnate before they cease their action — 
there is a " TtimMissement" of his brain, and 
his benumbed gcnucs rofuse to act as mediums 
to convey high and noble thoughts. As the 
bright-tinted flower, parched by drought, he. 
withers before he dies. We ascribe this great 
change to physical derangement— this torpidity 
to premature decay of the corporeal frame. — 
But we know, when the dry skull is removed, 
tbat tho kernel is good, and from the chrysalis 
a new creation, with the old elements remod- 
eled, will arise, resplendent with his former 
glory ; and when he passes away we are will- 
ing to blot; out the memory of the years when 
his spirit had hyhernnft«d and was clogged by 
clay.

He had reason to be proud of bis glorious re- 


ception and welcome in New York. A nation 
rose to greet him as the martyr of a principle, 
divine as its great author. No one ever came 
here, save KOSSUTH, with brighter prospects 
for future achievement*. We heard the echo 
of his clanking chains; we saw hi* pallid 
cheek, blanched by bitter years of imprison- 
ment, and words of cheer met him at every 
hand. Each seemed anxious to do his part to- 
ward removing the scar from his memory, made 
by the red-hot iron of despotism. But no soon- 
er doe* he land on our shores, than he evinces 
that the cup of slavery, which was such a " cup 
of bitter draught" in hit estimation, was only 
thus when one of hi* own race was the subject 
of the galling bondage— that Liberty U sweet 
only to those of a peculiar hue. If he had said 
that agitation of the subject was foreign to hu 
purpose, or that be wa* undecided a* to the best 
means of ridding our country of its greatest 
curse, the blood of the freemen at the North, 
true friends of Liberty and universal emancipa- 
tion, vronld not have curdled in their reins.— 
But, in his unqualified expression of sentiment, 
he goe* farther than almost every slaveholder 
at the South, excepting those of the Legree 
•tamp. I met a slaveholder from Kentucky not 
long since— a noble-hearted man. He convened 
freely on the nibject ; said he felt it to be a 
great wrong to hold and *pll a human being a* 
a chattel, and that many in hi* mrronndiig* 
would gladly make Kentucky a free State.
